Stronger Nine Will 
Take Field Against 
Lee Countians Here 

West Liberty’s baseball team 
will intuguratc their third con¬ 
secutive year as a member of 
the Rlue Crass Baseball la-atme 
here Sunday. May 8, at 2 p.m. 
with' a formidable Beattyville 
nine to furnish the opposition 

The local team, despite a dis¬ 
mal finish last year, is holding 
an optnmistic outlook on this 
year's chances. The team seems 
to be mere experience and strong¬ 
er at every position than at the 
same time last year and the club 
in past practice sessions have dis¬ 
played tremendous enthusiasm 
and a fine spirit. 

Club officials are presently in 
the process of solving the pitch¬ 
ing problems having already con¬ 
tacted three- or four highly tou'ed 
hurlers. 

The team also will make their 
initial appearance in their new 
uniforms, obtained through the 
donations of generous business¬ 
men in the area 

The lineup except for the pitch¬ 
ing assignments will be much the 
same as last year's.

First base will probably be the 
tram's strongest position, being 
filled by the league's leading l i»t 
baseman. Mrrlr "Bed" Nicke'l. 
Merle paced the team and pos¬ 
sibly the league in batting last 
year with an unbelievable aver¬ 
age of 493 During one stretch 
last year the red-topped slugs'-r 
smashed out 14 hits in 18 at bats. 

Second Base and short stop 
will probably be held down by 
Jerrv Prnrklm and Frel Blair 
two of the younger members of 
the team who may have gained 
enough experience last year to 
be a big help to the club this 
year. The duo should provide a 
fine double-play comb, something 
the team larked last year. Third 
base will l>e filled by another 
youngster, Richie Stacy. A fine 
fielder. Richie could be one of 
the team's leading hitters should 
he continue to slug the ball at the 
end of last year Stacy cracked 
two homers and a single in last 
year's terminating contest The 
outfield should be filled w ith 
three capables, with such fly- 
chasers as Harold Hammond. 
Walter Brown, newcomer Paul 
Lerald Reed, and Bob Blair all 
ready for duty.

MASS MEETING 
TO DECIDE ON 
SUMMER TIME 


The West Liberty city council 
which last week had voted 4 to 
1 to remain on “slow time" dur¬ 
ing the summer, heard pleas 
from a number of townspeople 
at its meeting Monday night to 
adopt “fast tune,” and decided to 
let citizens decide the question 
at a town mass meeting next 
Monday night. 

The mass meeting will lie held 
in the Morgan county courthouse 
Monday at 7:30 p.m. Everyone 
interested in the matter is in¬ 
vited by Mayor Evans and the 
council to attend the meeting, ex¬ 
press their views and vote on 
whether the town should remain 
on Central Standard Time or ad¬ 
vance to Central Daylight Time 
during the summer months. 

The majority of those attend¬ 
ing the meeting and voting will 
decide the matter. Mayor Alvin 
Evans said. 

As a general rule, towns in 
Central and Northern Kentucky 
are adopting “fast time” this 
summer while towns in Eastern 
and Western Kentucky are re¬ 
maining on Eastern Standard 
and Central Standard time re¬ 
spectively. West Liberty is near 
the division line between East¬ 
ern and Central time, out is in 
the Central time belt. 

Last summer West Liberty 
adopted “fast time,” but many 
rural residents complained of 
the change since the rural areas 
of Morgan remained on “slov’ 
time.” 

A large assemblage is antici¬ 
pated for the mass meeting Mon¬ 
day night to decide what time 
West Liberty shall observe this 
summer. And the majority will 
rule. 

25 Get Salk Vaccine 
At Make-Up Clinic 

Twenty-five first and second 
graders in Morgan county re¬ 
ceived their first shot of the new 
Salk polio vaccine at a make-up 
clinic held Tuesday in the count* 
health department office here 
A total of 96 of the 526 first and 
second graders whose paren's 
had signed applications for the 
vaccine did not show up to re¬ 
ceive their shots at the clinics 
at West Liberty and Ezel April- 
25. and only 25 of the 96 have re¬ 
ported for the shots subsequently. I 
the health department reported 
this week.

Enviable Record Here

The Bookmobile which first j 
started last September is one I 
of the best aids to rural and con- I 
solidated schools in the county. 
The booknobile library now has 
about 2500 volumes. About 1000 
of these have been donated ot 
purchased from funds made in 
two programs and contributions. 

Mrs. Miriam Byrd, bookmobile 
librarian, visited about an avc- 
age of five schools per day and 
usually returned to the schools 
in two weeks to loan new books 
and pick up the ones borrowed. 
The children in many cases saio 
their parents read the books at 
home. Since January there has 
been an average of 1000 books 
per month checked out by pupils 
m West Liberty school. 

Any person who desires may 
check out books free.

McCOUN MOVING 
RIG TO LEE CO. 


Glenn McCoun of Winchester 
is moving his 28-L Bucvrus-Erie 
drilling rig from the head nf 
Williams Creek to Lee county. 

Mr McCoun and A. J. Harley 
of Cleveland last year drilled 
three wells in the Williams Creek 
section on the north side of the 
Paint Creek uplift. A 4.300-foot 
well was drilled on the A. J 
Bradley farm near Dingus to the 
Trenton. They • struck 100,000 
feet of gas in the corniferous and 
it is being reserved for. local use. 

The other two wells were 
drilled to a depth of 1,050 feet, 
one on the A. O Cantrell farm on 
Upper Sandy Lick and the other 
on the Grover Jones farm on 
Lower Sand Lick. Both were 
dry holes. 

The A. C. Bradley well is per¬ 
haps the second deepest ever 
drilled in Morgan. Crate Rice 
and others drilled to a depth of 
4,500 feet in the Cannel City 
field a few years ago. 

Mr. McCoun said he had drilled 
87 wells in Morgan since 1929

Dry Clothes Electrically 
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Bluestone-Lime To 
Prevent Leafspot 
In Tobacco Beds 


Apply without removing the 
cotton cover, with an ordinary 
sprinkling can. Stir each lime 
the sprinkling can is filled. Use 
1 quart per square yard. Fifty 
gallons will treat 140 running 
feet of bed 9 feet wide, or 100 
running feet of bed 12 feet wide 
Sprinkle plant bed and plowed 
area on each side and on the 
ends for a distance of 2 to 3 feet. 

Ditch around the bed to keep 
surface water from flowing over 
it. Cut weeds instead of pulling 
them; or make another applica¬ 
tion of bluestone lime after pull¬ 
ing weeds. 

CAUTION: Bluestone-lime do»s 
not injure plants, so don't wash 
it off. Don’t mix nitrate of soda 
with bluestone-lime.

How To Make Mixture 

To prepare bluestone-lime mix¬ 
ture: 

1. Fill a clean 50-gallon bar¬ 
rel or oil drum 44 full of water 
strained through a cloth. 

2. In one container thoroughly 

cial hydrated lime in 3 or 4 gal¬ 
lons of strained* water. 

3. In another container dis¬ 
solve 3 pounds of powdered blue- 
stone m about 4 gallons of water. 

4. Pour the lime paste into the 
barrel of water and stir vigorous¬ 
ly. While stirring, add the blue- 
stone solution slowly. 

5 Add water to make 50 gal¬ 
lons. 

The use of pound of 50 per¬ 
cent wettable DDT powder to 50 
gallons of the bluestone-lime 
mixture gives effective control of 
fleabeetles and cutworms.

WEST LIBERTY, KENTUCKY 
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INDUSTRIAL AGRICULTI RE 
(Lexington Herald) 

The migration from farm areas to industrial 
centers, which was speeded up by the beginning 
of World War II. is still going on, now spurred 
by a drop in farm prices, which last year fell 25 
percent below the 1951 level and 10 percent from 
the year before. In some quarters, the drop in 
both farm income and farm population is viewed 
as a desirable development. In others, it is not. 

Farm income today is about the same, com¬ 
paratively speaking, as it was in 1940. There 
has been a gradual decline from the peaks that 
were reached in the late forties and with no 
sudden drop, as there was in the fall of 1920 

_ after the booming farm prices that came with 

In requesting change of address, give old address World War I. Now. however, the decline in 

farm income Is be| to have the same 

squeezing effect on the farmer's buying power 
as did the 1920 collapse and the subsequent spell 
of low farm prices during the 1920's that pre¬ 
ceded 'the Great Depression. 

Other phases of the nation's economy fortu¬ 
nately are fairly booming, however, and many 
farm families are being forced to leave the farm 
for the city, where the per person income is

For instance, non-farm per person income last 
year was SI.926: farm per person income was 
$688 Some in the administration of Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra T. Benson view the migra¬ 
tion from the farm as desirable. It means that 
there are fewer people to share the declining 
farm income. Secretary Benson himself is said 
to be an adherent to the theory that it is just as 
well if "inefficient" farmers are forced to mi¬ 
grate to the city. One fault in this line of 
thinking is that it may not work out so well for 
the country 20 years from now. when it will be 
necessary for farmers to produce 45 percent 
more food than we are consuming now. In Com¬ 
munist countries, where farmers have been con¬ 
scripted for industry, agricultural production has 
failed to keep up. 

The "inefficient” farmer who some would 
eliminate in this country is the owner of the 
family-size farm and is generally thought of as 
being the typical farmer. The “efficient” pro¬ 
ducer is the big operator, who produces crops of 
several thousand acres through the use of ma¬ 
chinery and mass-production methods He is 
the industrial type fanner and his kind of oper¬ 
ation is the kind envisaged by Karl Marx, the 
founder of communism, who suggested that ag¬ 
ricultural work eventually could be done better 
by an industrial type of labor. In Russia, col¬ 
lectivist or industrial-farming is not working out 
so well, largely perhaps because farming can not 
be carried on as an industrial operation. 

Farm-to-city migration is encouraging the 
development of an industrial type of agriculture 
in this country. There is some reason to be con¬ 
cerned over whether our version of industrial 
farming would work out any better than it has 
in Russia, where it has been the biggest failure 
within the whole communistic scheme of things. 
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KENTUCKY’ BAhIES \RF 
MORE INTELLIGENT 

National Baby Week is with us and, thank 
goodness, gives us opportunity to use facts and 
figures from a survey that we have been saving 
for some time. Any excuse would be excuse 
enough to praise our babies, but a whole week 
dedicated to them will let us get over what we 
want to say, amid the washing, ironing, feeding, 
bathing, changing, oiling, sunning, ad infinitum. 

Mind you, we did not mention "vitamining,” 
for that would defeat our purpose. What we -are 
trying to say is that our—Kentucky—babies are 
more intelligent than babies in Norfolk, Va. Of 
course, we know our infants are more intelligent 
than infants in Norfolk, infants in Kokomo, or 
infants anywhere—ours are prettier, too. But 
since others might think we are biased in our 
opinion, we ■will give you some of the facts as 
gleaned by a writer in New York. 

The writer said that among Kentucky babies 
at age 3, all averaged 107.6 in IQ. Now, it was 
pointed out that in the tests made of 2,400 ex¬ 
pectant mothers—1,200 in Norfolk and 1.200 in 
Kentucky—the babies of the Norfolk women who 
had received vitamin pills tested out higher IQ's 
than babies of Norfolk women who did not re¬ 
ceive vitamin pills. But—note this—the babies 
of all Kentucky mothers, in the seven-year test 
period, rated substantially the same IQ regard¬ 
less of vitamin pills, and had IQ’s higher than 
all the others. We can’t help but think this 
proves Kentucky babies are bom that way—just 
a mite smarter than the rest. 

The Kentucky babies tested were offspring of 
mothers living in the Cumberland Mountains of 
Eastern Kentucky near Wendover.

Next week will be “Immuniz i-

Emphasizing that the evening 
was devoted primarily to the 
women, Dr. Doran said there were 
some divided opinions on how 
well women were faring today. 
But he stated that he was confi¬ 
dent women were meeting the re¬ 
sponsibilities thrust upon them 
since their admittance to the 
workaday world. He stated that 
seventy-five percent more wom¬ 
en are living beyond the age of 
65 than did two decades ago. 
“Women are marrying younger 
today, bearing children earlier, 
and second, third and fourth chil¬ 
dren," he said. A few decades ago 
a mother could expect two or 
three of her children to die be¬ 
fore they reached age 10, he told 
his audience, but that is nbt true 
today Showing the trend of 
women’s status in professions, 
he pointed out that in 1910 .6 
percent of women were in the 
ministry, compared with 4 per¬ 
cent today: 18 percent were col¬ 
lege instructors, compared with 
23 percent today; 12 percent were 
editors, compared with 32 percent 
holding editorial jobs today; .1 
percent were engineers, whereas 
1.2 percent are engineers today; 
.5 percent were attorneys, com¬ 
pared with 3*£ today; and 5 per¬ 
cent were doctors, with 6 percent 
in the doctor’s profession today. 
•Which all linked together," said 
Dr. Doran, “shows that women 
are faring mighty well."

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ia is Country of Contrasts, Wilkey Writes Faml 


John J. Wilkey, a partner in 
the Fulton Nash Company, now 
in India with an economic assis¬ 
tance program from the United 
States, should take to writing 
for a living. In a letter to his 
wife, the former Ruth Gardner, 
daughter of Attorney and Mrs. 
W. M Gardner of West Liberty, 
John writes interestingly about 
that ancient country and we 
know that you will enjoy por¬ 
tions of his letter as we did. 

His “report from India” fol¬ 
lows: 

In compliance with your ex¬ 
pressed wish to give our friends 
in and around Fulton something 
about India, I feel I should write 
each of them something person¬ 
al, but since that would add up 
to a sizeable task I will attempt 
to ^ive you this information 
which you may pass or. L-r {hem 
to read or merely discuss with 
them as you see fit. 

Thinking of India, I am re¬ 
minded of the old story of the 
blind men who examined the 
elephant and each had a com¬ 
pletely different impression of 
what he saw with his limited 
senses (not being able to see 
the whole animal). India is an 
example of contrast, depending 
on what segment you see and 
admitting your inability to see 
the whole. For example, today 
at the movie I saw "The Egypt- 


er The Great attempted invasioi 
but were not so successful. 

The cities of Delhi have been 
the traditional capital from 
which conquerors have, for 
thousands of years, ruled to a 
great extent a loose grouping if 
Princely territories called India. 
I believe, however, it is accur¬ 
ate to say that the whole of In¬ 
dia has never been conquered. 
Even the British with mode.m 
weapons, did not have repre¬ 
sentation in part of the territory. 
I recently visited Udaipur, a 
city about 475 miles from Delhi, 
which was never conquered by 
the Moghuli. I believe the in¬ 
vaders’ difficulty was in laying 
siege to towns protected by great 
walls which surround the strong¬ 
hold city of each Princely state. 
The defense walls were strongly 
constructed and carefully !o 
cated to provide the best defense 
position. Moreover, there was 
not merely one defensive wall, 
but many, so that after defend¬ 
ing one position, the defenders 
could drop back to the next 
strong wall. I have seen such a 
city defense system in a good 
state of repair, with heavy 
wooden gates studded with 
heavy metal spikes to prevent 
the war elephants from pushing 
them open. 

I will say little about the great 
poverty of India and the al¬ 
most total absence of what we 
call our great middle class 
people. In fact, in India there 
are mainly only (1) the upper 
class, (2) the worker class earn¬ 
ing from 25 cents to $1 per day 
and (3) the begger class: however, 
India does not want your pity. 
In fact they say, "We do not 
want pity, we do not require 
agreement, but we plead for 
your understanding.” 

There is some disagreement 
in India as to wether the Hin¬ 
du religion is based upon a be¬ 
lief in’reincarnation, and I have 
learned that the cow is not sacr¬ 
ed in a manner I had understood. 

I have asked direct questions and 
have had Indians discuss quite 
willingly those things and others, 
such as their vegetarian practice 
(most will eat neither meat nor 
eggs.) Their answer to my declar¬ 
ation that animal proteins are nec¬ 
essary to a well-balanced diet is 
that there are other things much 
more important than mere body 
requir-ments 1 wopld not attempt 
to interpret their vegetarian phil¬ 
osophy, but it is based upon the 
attachment of certain values to 
life in whatever form it may be 
found, and the fact that a cow's 
milk is supplementary to hu¬ 
man milk, the ox slaving to 
serve man in necessity. There¬ 


fore they do not kill it for its 
meat, since it has served so ne- 
•necessarily in the primary func¬ 
tions of life. 

Let it never be said that the 
educated Indian is not as in¬ 
telligent as the educated citizen 
anywhere else in the world, bat 
it is true that he does not place 
the value of human life on such 
a plane that he will devote his 
talents exclusively to the ele¬ 
vation of man at the expense ot 
other forms of animal life. This 
may be based on a carryover of 
the belief in reincarnation, and 
it may be merely a conflict of 
►emotions in the Hindu mind. 
Certainly, we must first try to 
understand him, have great 
patience with him, and then try 
to guide him in his inherent 
capacity tc improve the living 
r*?ndard of hij great rr.er: -f 
countrymen. 

Many of you may wonder what 
I. whom you know as an auto 
dealer, am doing here in far- 
off India. The fact is that busi¬ 
ness in Fulton was my first such 
venture. All my previous ex¬ 
perience and training had beer 
in agriculture, 4 years of which 
time had been spent overseas 
working on credit programs for 
small farmers. 

India is around 80% agricul¬ 
tural, and 94% of the credit to 
small farmers has been furnish¬ 
ed by professional money lend¬ 


ers who collect, in interest and 
services fees, from 25% to 200% 
of the amount loaned. This 
means it is common for the far¬ 
mer to remain permanently in 
debt to the money lender, if he 
does not lose his mortgaged 
land I am the American Advisor 
assigned to helping in the for¬ 
mation of a practical program 
by the Government of India to 
.relieve this condition. We in 
America can understand how no 
credit can be one of the chief 
causes for the situation I de¬ 
scribed earlier—no strong middle 
class of people. Of course, the 
small farmer has little or no sec¬ 
urity to offer, and therefore pays 
the higher credit if he is ab!« 
tc obtain credit at all. Of course, 
if this, the greatest problem, W 
relieved, the remainder of the 
rural credit Droblcn will adjust 
itself. 

If we do not expect miracles 
too quickly, but go on from day 
to day doing the best we can, 
there is sure to be some of the 
improvement which we seek, and 
a little bit of America will have 
found its way into India to the 
advantage of one, no less than the 
other.

Consider the unhappy plight of Happy 
Chandler. He is the owner of The Woodford 
Sun, in Versailles, Ky. Year after year, it seems, 
the paper came out with hot political editorials 
written by editor Orville W. Baylor which 
Happy disappioved most deeply. But some 
stiange paralysis seems to have overtaken the 
active and bouncing Chandler. He just could¬ 
n’t make Baylor stop writing editorials de¬ 
nouncing Democratic candidates for whom 
Happy was happily voting. 

The strange ordeal of Mr. Chandler at the 
hands of his hired editor has come to light by 
Happy’s own statement. It was issued in re¬ 
sponse to a release from the headquarters of 
Bert T. Combs, Administration candidate for 
Governor, charging that Chandler bolted the 
Democratic ticket in 1943, 1946 and 1948. 

“It was Baylor who bolted the Democratic 
Party,” Happy responds. “It was Baylor who 
wrote the editorials on his own volition.’’ 

The editorials, as many will remember, 
were so hot that they ought to have been printed 
on asbestos. 

In 1943, they urged voters to shun the can¬ 
didacy of Lyter Donaldson, who was nominated 
by the Democrats but lost to Republican Simeon 
Willis in November. 

In 1946, they argued that no Kentuckian 
in his right mind would vote for John Young 
Brown, the choice of the Democratic Party for 
the Senate. The Sun recalled in this connection 
an qjurlier Kentucky primary in which a candi¬ 
date had pledged he would vote for a veil*** 
dog before he would vote for a Republican,” 
but had later bolted the Democratic nominee. 
When challenged on his pledge the bolter re¬ 
plied : “Yes. I said I w 


his ticket on the ballot in Kentucky. Thurmond 
went from his opening at Madisonville to spend 
the week-end with Mr. and Mrs. Chandler at 
their house in Versailles. 

Only one person knows for certain how 
Chandler marked his ballot in those three elec¬ 
tions in the secrecy of the voting booth. That 
person is Happy himself. He had every right 
to vote for whatever candidate he chose, 
whether be bore the label of Democrat, Repub¬ 
lican or Dixiecrat. The question is whether 
Chandler can work both sides of the political 
street, and keep voters on both sides thinking 
he is their loyal boy. 

Mr. Baylor eventually left The Sun, (Mr. 
Chandler says he was fired), and he now works 
for the State Administration. But that does 
not affect the relationship that existed between 
him and Chandler during all the years of his 
editorship. 

Are we to believe that as astute a student 
of politics as Happy didn’t know what Baylor 
was writing in the columns of The Sun? 

Are we to believe that Chandler knew but 
was helpless to control what Baylor wrote in a 
paper that Chandler owned? 

Are we to believe that Chandler as owner 
of the paper had no responsibility for the pol¬ 
itical opinions so strongly voiced in its editor¬ 
ials? If Happy so lacked responsible control 
over his own properties, the fact should be 
weighed with care by voters who are being 
asked to make him responsible for the affairs 
of our state.
